KILLED JN[ QUARRY 


Fatal Accident at Adams 
Marble Company's Works 


This Forenoon 


MANAGER IJURTON KILLED 


Charles Rouaine Probably Fatally In. 


jured. Derrick Broke and Fell with 


Large Block of Marble Into 


The Quarry. Details of 


The Accident 


A terrible accident which resulted 


in the instant death of L. W. Burton 
of Kutlarid, Vt., manager of the Ad- 
ams marble company's quarry at Zy- 
lonite, and probable fatal internal in- 
juries to Charles Rouaine, 17 years old, 
happened just before noon today. It 
was caused by the giving way of the 
large derrick and that severa 1 other 
workmen escaped seemed miraculous. 
Among those in the quarry at the time 
was A. B. Daniels, treasurer of the L. 
L,. Brown paper company, and holding 
a similar position with the marbie 
company. 


Mr. Daniels, who ttild the story and 


was an- eye witness, said that he had 
driven to the quarry about 11 o'clock, 
and a force of 15 men were at work. 
Standing in the quarry he talked with 
Manager Burton and Superintendent 
John Rouaine of Adams regarding the 
work. 


In the meantime the men had put 


the chains about a block of marble 
and it was ready to be hoisted and let 
down near the will, where the sawing, 
etc., is done. 
Mr. Daniels cautioned 


some channelers who were working to 
get out of the way. He and Mr. Rou- 
aine also moved back. 


When all was apparently ready. 


Supt. Rouaine motioned 
to 
his son 


Charles, who i$ signal boy, and whose 
station js above the quarry on a ledge, 
to ring the bell and the engineer would 
operate the large steam derrick. 


NO sooner had the' bell rang than 


the stiff-leg of the derrick broke and 
the strain was such that the main guy 
rope also snapped. This lot the whole 
derrick, the block of marble and all 
down into the 
quarry. 
The steam 


pipes that were in the engine house 
also snapped and filled the quarry with 
steam. 
The engineer, however, soon 


turned it off. 


The crash was terrible, and as soon 


as the steam cleared it was seen that 
the stone foundation of the derrick 
had broken away and carried the sig- 
nal boy and Manager Burton with it. 
The man and boy were precipitated 
from the high elevation 60 feet down 
upon blasted rocks. 


The other workmen, who had nar- 


row escapes, hurried to the rescue, but 
found Mr. Burton 
dead. Both his 


legs and arms were broken, he was 
partly disembowled and his skull and 
ribs were crushed. The boy was un- 
conscious, and is seriously injured in- 
ternally. 


Dr. Kurd of Zylonite and Desrochers 


and H. B. Holmes of Adams were soon 
on the scene and the boy was brought 
to the hospital. It is probable that he 
will die. 


The body of Mr. Burton was taken in 


charge by Undertaker Simmons of'Ad- 
ams and will be sent to Rutland, Vt, 
where he leaves a wife and four chil- 
dren. 


Mr. Burton was an expert at his 


business and had been with the Adams 
company since July. He wag about 40 
years old, a man of excellent charac- 
ter and ability. He was to have gone 
home this afternoon to visit his wife, 
who if HI. 


A. B. Daniels has charge of the fu- 


neral arrangements.

The multitude 
only partially aware that something se- 
rious had happened, paused in the si- 
lence of surprise, while necks were 
craned and all eyes turned as one 
toward the rostrum where a great tra- 
gedy was being enacted. 


Then came a commotion. Three men 


threw themselves forward as wjth one 
impulse and spiang toward the would- 
be assassin. Two of them were secret 
service men who were on the lookout 
and whose duty it was to guard against 
just sucii a calamity as had here be- 
fallen the president and the nation, 
The third was a bystander, a negro, who 
had only an instant previously grasped 
in his dusky palm the hand of the presi- 
dent. The trio hurlod themselves upon 
the president's assailant. In .a twink- 
ling he was borne to the ground, hia 
weapon was wrested from his grasp, 
and strong arms pinioned him down. 


Then the vast multitude 
which 


thronged the edifice began to come to a 
realizing sense of the awfulness of tin 
scene of which they had been unwilling 
witnesses. 


A murmur arose, spread and swelled 


to a hum of confusion, then grew to a 
babel of sounds and later to pande- 
monium. 
The crowds that a moment 


before had stood mute, and motionless 
in bewildered ignorance of the enor- 
mity of the thing now, with a single 
impulse, surged forward toward the 
stage of the horrid drama, while a 
hoarse cry swelled up, and a thousand 
men charged forward to lay hands upon 
the perpetrator of the dastardly crime. 


For a moment the confusion was ter- 


rible. 
The crowd surged forward, re- 


gardless of consequences. Men shouted 
. and fought, women screamed and chil- 
dren cried. 
Some of those nearest the 


doors fled in fear of a stampede, while 
hundreds of others from the outside 
struggled blindly forward in the efforl 
to penetrate the crowded building and 
solve the mystery of excitement and 
panic which every moment grew and 
swelled within the congested interioi 
of the edifice. 


Inside, on the slightly raised dias, was 


enacted within those few feverish mo- 
ments a tragedy, so dramatic in char- 
acter, so thrilling in its intensity thai 
few who looked on will ever be able 
to give a succinct account of what 
really did transpire. 
Even the actors 


who were playing the principal roles 
came out of it with blanched 
faces, 


trembling limbs and beating hearts, 
whiie jtheir brains throbbed with a 
tumult of conflicting emotions whicli 
left behind only a chaotic jumble of Im- 
pressions whifh could not be clarified 
into a lucid narrative of the events 
as they really transpired. 


Wonderful Self-Possesloa 


But of tlie multitude which witnessed 


or bore a part in the scene of turmoil 
and turbulence, there was but one mind 
which seemed to retain its equilibrium, 
one hand which remained steady, one 
eye which gazed with unflinching calm- 
ness, and one voice which retained its 
even tenor, and faltered not at the most 
critical juncture. 


They were the mind and the hand and 


the eye and the voice of President Mc- 
Kinley. 
' 


After the first shock of the assassin's 


shots he retreated a step; then, as the 
detectives leaped upon his assailant, he 
turned, walked steadily to a chair and 
seated himself, at the same time remov- 
ing his bat and bowing his head in his 
bauds. 


In an instant, Secretary Cortelyou and 


President Milburn were at his side. His 
waistcoat was hurriedly opened, the 
president meanwhile admonishing those 
about him to remain calm and telling 
them not to be alarmed. 


"But you are wounded," cried his sec- 


retary, "let me examine." 


"No, I think not," answered the presi- 


dent, "I am not badly hurt, I assure 
you." 


Nevertheless, his outer garments were 


hastily loosened, and when a tricklina 
stream of crimson was seen to wind its 
way down his breast, spreading its tell- 
tale stain over the white surface of the 
linen, their worst fears were confirmed 
A force of exposition guards were on 
the scone by this time, and an effort was 
made to clear the building, 


By this time the crush was terrific. 


Spectators crowded down the stairways 
from the galleries, the crowd on th« 
floor surged forward toward the tost- 
mm, while, despite the strenuous ef- 
forts of the police and guards the throng 
without struggled madly to obtain ad- 
mission. 


The president's assailant, in the mean' 


time, had been hustled to the rear ot 
the building by the exposition guards, 
where he was held, while the building 
was cleared, and later turned over to 
Superintendent Bull of the Buffalo po- 
lice, who took the prisoner to" police 
headquarters. 


As soon as the, crowd in the Temple 


of Music bad been dispersed snttciently 
the president was removed in the au- 
tomobile ambulance and taken to tbe 
exposition hospital, and within a brief 
period several of Buffalo's best known 
practitioners were at tbe patient's side. 


The president" retained the full ex- 


ercise of his faculties until placed on 
tbe operating table, and subjected to an 
anaesthetic. 
Upon the first examina- 


tion .it was ascertained tbat one bullet 
bad taken effect in tho right breast, Just 
below the nipple, causing a compar- 
atively harmless wound. 


The other took effect in the abdomen, 


four inches below the left nipple, fout 
laches to the left of the navel, and about 
on a level with It. 


Upon arrival at the exposition bos- 


gital the second bajUjct -was probed for* 


une wail* oi tbe abdomen were opened, 
but th* ball was a»t located. 
The in- 


cision was hastily closed and It was de* 
elded to remove.the patient to the hom« 
of President Milburu. This was done. 


Arriving at the MJlburn residence all 


persons outside the'medical attendants, 
nurses and the officials immediately 
connected were excluded, and the task 
of probing for the bullet which had 
lodged In the abdomen was begun bj 
Dr. Parke. 


When the news of the crime was tele- 


phoned to the home of President Mil 
burn, whei^- Mrs. McKinley was rest 
ing, immediate steps were taken to 
spare her the- shock of a premature state- 
ment of the occurrence before tbe true 
condition of the president should be as 
certained. 
Guards were stationed and 


no one was permitted to approach tht 
bouse. 


When it was decided to remove th€ 


president from tbe exposition hospital 
to the Miburu residence, the news wa: 
broken to Mrs. McKinley as gently as 
might°be. 
She bore the shook remark 


ably well and displayed the utmost 
fortitude. 


At 8:30 the representative of The As- 


sociated Press was admitted to the Mil 
burn mansion, where Secretary Cortel 
you gave him the official bulletin pre- 
pared by tbe physicians. 


Almost a Lynching 


The news of the attempted assasslnn 


tion was spread broadcast by tbe news 
papers. 
Like wildiire it spread fron 


mouth to mouth. Then bulletins began 
to appear on. the boards along newspa- 
per row, and Avhen the announcement 
was made that the prisoner had been 
taken to police headquarters, only twc 
blocks distant from the newspaper sec 
tion, the crowd surged down toward tht 
terrace, eager for a glimpse of the pris 
oner. 


At police headquarters they were met 


by a strong cordon of police, which was 
drawn up across the pavement, and de 
nied admittance to any but oflicials tc 
take part in the examination of tlu 
prisone" 
In a fe%v minutes the crowa 


had grown from tens to hundreds, anc 
these in turn quickly swelled to thou 
sands, until the street was completelj 
blocked with a surging mass of eagei 
humanity. 


It was at this Juncture that some om 


cried out "Lynch him." 
Like a flasli 


the cry was taken up. 
Closer the 


crowd surged forward. 
Denser 
th« 


throng became, as new arrivals swelled 
each moment the swaying multitude 
The situation was becoming critical, 
when, suddenly the big doors were flung 
open and a squad of reserves advanced 
•with solid front, drove the crowd back 
from the curb, then across the street 
and gradually succeeded in dispersing 
them" from about the entrance to the sta 
tion. 


By this time there were probably 50, 


000 people assembled in the vicinity ol 
Pearl, Seneca and Erie streets and the 
terrace. 
The crowd was so great thai 


it became necessary to rope off the en 
tire street in front of police headquar 
ters, and the police are still patrolling 
the streets in the neighborhood il 
squads of three or four. 


Had No Confederate 


Leon Czolgosse, the accused and self- 


confessed would-be assassin, has signed 
a confession covering six page&of fools- 
cap paper. 
As near as can be learneu 


the facts contained in the confession 
are as follows: 


The man's name is Leon Czolgosse 


He is of Polish-German extraction. His 


. home is in Cleveland, where he has 
seven brothers and sisters. 
He is ar 


avowed anarchist, and an ardent dis- 
ciple of Emma Goldman, whose teach- 
ings he alleges are responsible for the 
atack upon the president. 
He denies 


steadfastly that he is the instrument 
of any body of anarchists or the tool 
of any coterie of plotters. 
He 
de 


clares he did not even have a confed 
erate. His only reason for the deed, he 
declares, is that he believed that the 
present form of government 
in tht 


United States was unjust, and he con 
eluded the most effective way to remedy 
It was to kill the president.

£» frequent have been the rumors ot 
ituf ••'Ort, often put afloat in recent years

hold full acceptance of the story, but 
when it was confirmed a feeling of deep 
gloom and profound 
sorrow 
spread 


over tbe city, for McKinley's delightful 
personality had endeared him to tha 
citizens of Washington, apart from the 
(official class, in a degree that rarely has 
been equalled. It was some time be- 
fore the full force of the blow was ap- 
preciated. The people were stunned 
and they could not respond at once and 
fully comprehend the extent of the great 
disaster that had fallen upon then 
country and themtsrives. 


oteps have been takart to provide foi 


the future of the executive branch ol 
•the government. It was realized that. 
even under the most favorable condi- 
tions, the president's injuries are ot 
such a character as to make it almost 
certain that he cannot undertake for a 
long time to discharge the duties ol 
chief executive even in the most formal 
way. Every member of the cabinet 
able to travel is expected to speed at 
once to Buffalo and there a cabinet 
council will be held to decide upon tru 
course to be followed by the executive 
branch. 


Vice-President Roosevelt, of course, 


will hold himself in readiness to do 
whatever is necessary and to meet the 
obligations imposed upon the vice-prest 
dent by the constitution of the United 
States. These are contained in para 
graph 6, section 1, article 2, in the fof 
lowing words: 


"In case of the removal of the presi- 


dent from office, or of his death, resig- 
nation, or inability to discharge the 
powers and duties of the said office, the 
eame shall devolve on the vice-presi- 
dent, etc." 


Under the terms of this article, as 


soon as Mr. Roosevelt is assured bj 
proper authority, probably in this cas« 
by the senior member of the cabinet 
Secretary Haj, he will undertake ai 
once in a provisional way to discharge 
such duties as may devolve upon him. 


Much will depeud upon the report ot 


the physicians on the character of th« 
president's injuries as to tho extent tc 
which Mf. Roosevelt will discharge the 
presidential 
duties, if he undertakes 


them at all, and it is almost certain that 
in the absence of great emergency in 
public affairs, even if called on to as- 
sume these obligations, the vice-presi- 
dent will confine himself in the exer- 
cise of his powers to the discharge ot 
the most routine and 
indispensabl« 


functions. 


For the present, the thought of a fatal 


termination of Ilie president's condition 
Is referred to with awe-like apprehen- 
sion, and there is a hopeful anticipation 
that there may be no need for meeting 
those grave emergencies which would 
follow a fatal termination of the tragi* 
event. 
Should the worse come, how 
j 


ever, it is realized that important condi 
tions in the public affairs of tho country 
would be soan brought about. 


Whether there would be an extra SPS 


sion of congress is open to question, but 
there seems no doubt that an extra scs i 
sion of these would be essential as an 
incident to a change of administration. 
All this has been thought ot here only 
In flhe gaguest manner and confidence is 
almost universal here based on the pros 
Ident's magnificent constitution, hi« i 
present excellent physical condition and 
the tremendous stride that has been 
made since Garfield's time in surgery 
that there will be no occasion to resort 
to the constitutional provisions made to 
meet the demise of a president in office.

have fallen at the hands of apsassins 
within the last 46 years. 
President 


Lincoln was shot at 9 o'clock on the 
night of April 14, 1S^ and died at 
7:22 on the morning of April 15, 1865. 


President Garfield was shot on the 


morning of July 2. 1SS1, and, after a 
Iino;prin^ illness, died on Sept. 20,1SS1. 


The shooting of President McKinley 


has occurred just six months and two 
days after his second accession to the 
presidency.

The coafessioa was made by Mo 


Cloud to Sberiflf Fogg of Sanford. The 
deposition was taken in legal form, and 
includes all the revolting details of tha 
crime. 


The respondent accounts for his fiend' 


ish work by liis passion for itrong drink, 
which he says deranged him mentally 
for a tiBae.

To Sheriff Fogg, McOloud stated thai

•THREE PRESIDENTS 


The assassination of rulers has be- 


come almost a mania in the world to- 
day. To us of the United States it 
seem® far more startling to see one of 
our own struck down than it is to read 
of the shooting of one of the Euro- 
pean rulers. And yet within less than 
a half century this nation has thrice 
faced the same fact of attempted ass- 
assination. Twice the attempts have 
been successful This time, may we be- 
lieve, as we hope, it will have failed. 
But the attempt is none the less there, 
and should a special statute be passed 
as was suggested last night and report 
ed in the news columns of this issue, 
making it a -capital crime to attempt 
the life of the chief magistrate whose 


life is of such consequence not only to 
himself and to his family, it would 
meet with the approval of the nation. 


Abraham Lincoln, the first martyr 


president, was shot in Ford's theater 
at Washington April 14, 1865. He died 
the next day. 


James A. Garfield was shot July 2, 


1881, in a railroad station in Washing- 
ton and died September 19 from the 
effects of the wound. 


William McKinley was shot Septem- 


ber 6 in Buffalo. By the grace of God, 
whom a Christian nation reveres, may 
he live. 


BIRDS ARE PLENTY 


Prosptcts for An Excellent Shooting 


Season Were Never Better 


The open season on game birds this 


year of grace 1901 is of more interest 
to sportsmen than any other within 
the memory of shooters. It will prac- 
tically demonstrate, says the Pittsfield 
Journal, what the shortening of the 
season by more than six weeks and 
the extinguishing of Sunday shooting 
and the prohibition of the 
sale of 


woodcock and partridge have amount- 
ed to. 


Last year was, of course, the first 


that the new law \va.s in operation, 
but this was of no practical value in 
judging what its benefits were to bo. 
With the no sale clause inserted and 
the fatal month of December cut out 
of the shooting calendar big things 
aro looked for in the number of part- 
ridges which it is supposed-will fill the 
covers this year. 


The usual crop of early season sto- 


ries regarding the abundance of birds 
are now adrift in 
full 
force. 
Hen 


birds and their broods are now seen 
by the roadside*n numbers, thus show 
ing that the highways have to accom- 
modate the overflow from the woods. 


The voice of the quail, too is lieaid 


in the land, blowing his cheery note 
very 'lustily. This is taken as a sign 
by a great many that every whistler 
means a flock of young birds; but by 
others it is claimed that 
a. calling 


quail in summer time means a bird 
alone and seeking for company. Just 
what the significance of this summer 
whistling is may be hard to say, but 
it is certain that there have been quail 
enough to satisfy all believers In the 
theory of broods. 
| 
With the breeding season of this 


year so warm and dry, things look 
rosy for good shooting this fall. 
For

PLANNING BI6 THIN6S 


FIQHTING YELLOW JACK.^ 


Remarkable Precaution* Taken at 


New Orleang. 


In an interesting paper in the Sep* 


teraber number of Frank Leslie's PopV 
ular Monthly on "How Yellow Fever 
Is' Fought" the writer describes the 
remarkable precaution taken at thai 
port of New Orleans. 


When the vessel has tied up to tha 


wharf, the first step is the removal 
of the bedding, clothing and cushion* 
and other cloth fabrics to the quaran- 
tine sheds. Here they are hung on a 
framework consisting of a series of 
racks suspended from a long car run- 
ning on a track and so arranged thai: 
when the racks are filled the whole 
thing may be run inside of one of the 
three great disinfecting cylinders with 
which the station is equipped. 


These cylinders are enormous steel 


boilers^ fifty feet in length by eight 
feet in diameter and fitted inside with 
continuous coils of steam pipe. The 
cylinders are covered with asbestus 
and swathed in felt, and when the 
cylinder caps are on they are air tight. 
.When the clothing has been placed in- 
side and the cylinders closed, dry heat 
is forced through the pipes at a tem- 
perature of 180 degrees, and this is 
followed by moist heat raised to a 
temperature of 230 degrees. The pres- 
sure of from sir to eight pounds put 
upon this steam heat is sufficient to 
force it through heavy mattresses or 
bundles of clothing. 


After a period which varies from 


thirty minutes to an hour the cylinders 
are opened, the racks are run out and 
the rapid evaporation which follows 
causes the clothing to dry almost im- 
mediately. 
The clothing is unharmed 


by this process, and the moist heat is 
a thorough germicidal agent. It is an 
Interesting fact that if a freshly laun- 
dered linen shirt or collar Is put into 
the cylinder it will emerge thoroughly 
moist and apparently in need of anoth- 
er starching. 
The evaporation is so 


rapid, however, that it is Immediately 
restored to Its original condition, not 
even the gloss being removed.

THE POINT DECIDED 


Supreme Court Renders Decision on 


Union Label for City Printing 


The supreme court of Massachusetts 


has at last rendered a decision upon 
the particular point raised by the ob- 
jectors in this city when an attempt 
was made here to have the city coun- 
cil pass an ordinance requiring the 
union label on all city printing—name- 
ly that such an ordinance would be 
invalid because the 
charter- forbids 


the council to have any part in the 
placing of contracts. 
The decision 


was made in the case of Charles R. 
Goddard et al vs the city of Lowell. 


The court holds that an ordinance 


passed by the city council directing 
that all matter printed for the city 
"should bear the union 'abel was in- 
valid in that it contravened the i5ro- 
visions of the public statute prohibit- 
in 
the city council form participat- 


ing in the making of contracts. The 
ordinance, the court says, was 'an at- 
tempt to interfere with the contracts 
for printing. 


The board of health advertised for 


bids for printing and received several 
proposals, the 
lowest being 
$16.55, 


which was made by a nonunion con- 
cern. The lowest bid made by a union 
establishment 
was J24..50 and to this 


bidder the contract was given. The 
non-union 
concern and some citizens 


took the matter ito court. 


In the course of his written opinion 


Judge Hammond holds: 


"It further provides that neither the 


city council, nor either branch thereof, 
nor any committee or member thereof, 
shall directly or indirectly take part 
in the purchase of material with cer- 
tain "xceptions not here pertiennt, nor 
shall they or either of them take part 
in the making of contracts. 


"This statute works a great change 


as to the powers of, the city council 
'in the matter of 
making 
contracts. 


The ordinance of Dec. 15, 1890, is plain- 
ly an attempt to interfere in the ma- 
king of contracts for printing by direct 
ing with whom the contract shall be 
made. It is in direct conflict with the 
statute, and is invalid for that reason 
alone. It therefore becomes neces- 
sary to consider the other and broader 
grounds upon which the plaintiff at- 
tacks it."

W«rl4 Hait Ever Seen. 


la a/communication to the state de- 


partment under date of July 27 Vice 
Consul General Murphy, at Frankfort, 
sends the following translation from 
the Berlin Sud-Amerik'anische Rund- 
schau: 


"Up to the present the world's lar- 


gest ship has been the Oceanic, but 
Messrs. Harland & Wolf are now build- 
Ing in England a new greyhound for 
the White Star line whose registered 
tonnage will exceed that of the Oceanic 
by 2,226 tons. It will be 204 meters 
long, 22.5 meters wide, and jts tonnage 
will amount to 19,500. Its horsepower 
will be 33,000. Judging by these fig- 
urea it does not appear likely that this 
ship will ever be able to break the rec- 
ond of the Deutschland as the fastest 
ehip in the world, though it may ex- 
ceed the Oceanic in speed. 
In the 


meanwhile, 
however, Germany has 


made another move by ordering the 
Kaiser Win-elm II. of 19,000 register 
tons and 38,000 horsepower and the 
Kronpriuz Wilhelm of 15,000 register 
tons and 33,000 horsepower, both of 
vhich will excel the new English ship 
in speed and probably also the Deutsch- 
land. 


"The building of these two new Ger- 


man vessels sufficiently proves that the 
two fastest merchant ships of the 
world, the Deutschland and the Kaiser 
Wilhelm der Grosse, are profitable in- 
vestments, a fact which has bceu fre- 
quently disputed in England. 
If they 


had not proved good money earners, or- 
ders- would not have been given for 
two more similar ships."

He followed her and tried to find a 
blanket with which to put the fire out. 
Michael Gibbons, one of the neighbors' 
finally smohered the fire with hi8 coat, 
and Mrs. Bascomb was taken to the 
hospital. The last thing Mrs. Bascomb 
said before she died was that she be- 
lieved a, spark from her husband's 
pipe caused the fire. A half burned 
match was found after the accident 
where Mrs. Bascomb had been sitting.

grandfather and father of the presi- 
,dent 
were iron manufacturers. His 


father was

1893, at the age of 85. The mother of 
the president passed away at Canton,

THE RECEIPT OF 


THE JWS HERE 


Whole Community Stunned 
By Announcement of the 
Shooting of the President 


MANY TOO AFFECTED TO TALK 


President Was Known Here and All 


Fell as If a Friend Had Been 


Struck Down. 
Desire For 


Vengeance Expressed 


The news of the brutal and murder- 


ous attack at Buffalo upon President 
McKinley first reached North Adams 
in an Asociated press dispatch to the 
Transcript, and it is needless to add 
that it caused a shock like a bolt 
from a clear sky. A bulletin of the sad 
tidings was at once put out, and the 
news spread rapidly from mouth to 
mouth, "President McKinley has been 
shot." 


Men could not believe what they 


heard; they hardly believed it them- 
selves when they repeated it to others. 
This is America, not Europe. 


The stock question was "What are 
e coming to?" 
Men stopped to look each other in 


the face and ask, more by their looks 
than word of mouth, what it could 
mean. They were stunned by the news 
and they showed it. 


Political feeling has run high here 


at times, but, hqwev.er, men may have 
differed over politics, they have al- 
ways respected President McKinley as 
a man and for the office he holds. In 
fact democrats joined with republi- 
cans in condemning the act. Partisan 
spirit was hushed and the true Ameri- 
can patriotism that burns in almost 
every breast in this country asserted 
itself in the shadow of the awful news. 


In fact it was President McKinley 


the well-loved man. It was McKinley 
the man even more than McKinley the 
president, for he is known to us here 
in northern Berkshire. AU knew that 
it was because he is president that he 
had been made the mark for a crazy 
assassin's bullets, not because of any- 
thing that he had done; but the feel- 
ing of loss was of a well known and 
beloved neighbor rather than of a pub- 
lic character struck down for a cause. 


Yet the nation's loss was recognized 


along with the personal feeling; and 
between the two, men from the high- 
est to the lowest, were awe-struck. 


The first shock over, however, there 


was a call for more particulars. Sure- 
ly it could not be as bad as reported! 
"Was there not a chance that a kind 
providence would save 
the 
nation's 


head and cheat the assassin's bullet? 
Who was the miscreant 
and 
what 


could be his motive? 


Meanwhile the Transcript was do- 


ing its best through its unequaled fa- 
cilities and its great news-gathering 
agency, the Associated Press, to clear 
up these uncertainties and answer the 
public demand for news, and at 5.50 
an extra wag put upon the street with 
the m^t important facts, being hours 
before any other paper gave them to 
the public here. 


With a better knowledge of the facts 


awe turned to indignation, and as a 
Transcript reporter stood on the cor- 
ner of Bank street and listened to the 
comments ag the people read the news 
on the special bulletins the paper was 
putting out or in the extra when it ap- 
peared he got a new idea of the power 
that fires men to take the law into 
their own hands. 


Almost without exception men ap- 


peared to be eager to learn that the 
Buffalo cowds had risen to the Occa- 
sion and treated the assassin to most 
summary punishment. 


Men whose names and fame stand 


for law and order wherever North Ad- 
ams is known were heard regi%tting 
that the law provides no adequate 
punishment for the crime. "Killing a 
nation's ruler has become too attract- 
ive as a pastime and notoriety-winner 
to a certain class of strangers here," 
said one of these rnen. "If I had my 
way there would be a law providing 
capital punishment for the man who 
even shot at a president," and there 
was a murmur of approval that show- 
ed how the sober-minded men who lis- 
tened were moved by the news they 
had heard. 


Later it was reported that a vast 


crowd of people was gathered about 
the building where the man who shot 
the president was held and that at 
least 10,000 of them appeared deter- 
mined to find a way to get at him, and 
many who had caught the feeling here 
sympathized with the mob and in their 
own mind began to question their long 
held feeling of repugnance for 
the 


lynchers. In the face of such news 
they wavered, and that they did shows 
how even this conservative New Eng- 
land town was moved by the 
news 


from the exposition city. 


Mayor Wilkinson was one of those 


who stopped on the corner to discuss 
the news, but like the others he was 
too overcome to have much more to 
say than "Isn't it awful? Three pres- 
idents shot down within 36 years," he 
added, " what can 'we do to meet such 
a state of things?" 
Other prominent 


citizens stopped, but their comments 
were not worth 
reproduction, their 


minds were not working in their usual 
vigorous manner^ They were simply 
overcome. 


The excitement grew as the evening 


advanced. False reports of the presi- 
dent's death were started often, but 
were as often denied from authorita- 
tive sources. 
The- band concert was 


postponed, and the people gave them- 
selves up to watching the bulletin 
boards, discussing the awfm manner 
of the assault and wishing for more 
favorable reports of the' president's 
condition. 


The crowds thinned out gradually as 


the hours advanced, but many waited 
until after midnight, 
most more of a personal shock than 
it did to'this city, if tha twere possi-" 
ble. Without regard to position op any 
othre thing, the people of Adams had 
come to know President McKinley al- 
most as a personal friend. 
He was 


one of their own, and the news that he 
had been shot stirred the deepest feel- 
ings of the people of the town. 


Prarer For III» Life

were offered in the Jewish synagogue 


thte morning. If the president -iv«s 
untji tomon-ow. as there now seem to 
be good Indications that he will, all" 
the churches iirtfae city will take cog- 
nizance of the nation's sorrow, and 
earnest prayers for his complete re- 
covery and restoration to health will 
arise from every pulpit and the ear- 
nest and reverent worshippers in the 
pews. . 


A Notable Friendship 


President McKinley has paid 
three 


visits to Northern Berkshire, twice as 
president, and once before he was first 
electd to the highest office on the na- 
tion. 


His visits to vhis section have had 


for their center the homo of William 
B. PlunkeU of Adams, but North Ad- 
ams has chired in his pitseree here 
on these occasions. 


Since northern Berkshire aoouain- 


taince wi'h the president as a man has 
been through the medium of Mr. "<?>un- 
lett, it will bo of interest to recall the 
manner o" iliej,- first acqiuiU'-xr.jo 


Mr. Plunkett and Mr. McKinley.then 


Major JUeKJnlf-y, first met ac 'h* na- 
tional r-pubhcan convention in Minne- 
apolis when Benjamin Harrison was 
nominated for the presidency. Major 
McKinley was permanent chairman ot 
Hie contention. ai:d several of 'he del- 
egates voted for "Major McKinley. The 
latter at first le^arded it as a peas- 
antry, but ivhpn he saw that th<3 dele- 
gates wer^ in earnest, he cauio out em- 
phatically i\ith the statement that he 
could not allow tlem to continue *o n?s 
his name as a candidate. 


Mr. PlunVtt was one of th?sc dele- 


gates wio votei1 for McK'ijl'-y. 
Ht 


recognized the ?ei:ius of the nun, and 
became iruoh inrpreged with h'S abil- 
ity. 


Mr. Plunkett's vote for McKinley at- 


tracted the lattei's attention, and a 
personal meeting followed. 
The two 


men grew to be friends, and the close 
intimacy which has made them the 
'irmest of friends followed.

The President's 'J'bree VI»lt» 


The first visit of President McKin- 


ley to Adams was in the fall of 1892. 
Major McKinley, as he was then, was 
sp'-aking in the interests of Harrison 
for president, and came to Adams to 
speak as well as to visit Mr. Plun- 
kett. 
He came on October 5, and 


stayed for two days. 


While there he made the dedicatory 


speech for Berkshire mil number I. 


His secoml and perhaps most mem- 


orable visit was in 1897. He was then 
president, and his coming to Adams 
brought much attention to this pan of 
the- state. 


He was accompanied by the members 


of his cabinet and th?ir families, ma-- 
king a large party, several important 
cabinet meetings were at that time 
held m the Plunkett residence at Ad- 
ams. The president came on Septem- 
ber 22, remaining here for about a 
week. 


He dedicated the Memorial library 


building in Aiams, laying the corner 
stone. He also visited the cittte show 
in this cUy, making- a spech, and ma- 
Itirg the cattle show one of tne mobt 
important in the history of north urn 
Berkshire fairs. 


His third and last visit was in 


June, 1SU9. At that time he laid the 
comer stone of the 
new 
Berkshire 


mill number 4, and spent six 
days 


here, coming June 21, and remaining 
through June 26. 


He was given a public reception in 


this city on Monday afternoon, June 
£6, which is still fresh in public mem- 
ory. A stand was erected at monu- 
ment square in front of the Baptist 
church, and a huge parade of school 
children filed past the president, who 
made a brief speech. 
Returning to Adams afterwards, Mrs. 
McKinley's illness compelled an unex- 
pectedly speedy return to Washington, 
and tho party took their special train 
from in front of the 
Plunkett 
resi- 


dence, the scene being one whose im- 
pressive nature will long remain in the 
memories of those who were present. 
On account of Mrs. McKinley's condi- 
tion any loud demonstration was hush- 
ed, but the president from the rear of 
his car made a bnsf address, which 
at this time it will be of gsrieral inter- 
est to recall. 


His Last Farewell 


Standing on the rear platform of his 


car just as the train was about to pull 
out, 
President McKinley said; 


"My fellow citizens: I am always 


glad to come to Adams, and I always 
regret going away. I have come to 
like this people after 
my acquain- 


tance with them, and while I go re- 
gretfully, I go with the hope of an 
early visit among you again. 


"I have noticed with great pleasure 


the progress that has been made since 
I first visited your little city seven 
years ago. I was here to participate in 
the opening of one of your great mills, 
and 'l rejoice to know that another one 
of like size wag added a few years 
later, it gave me uncommon pleasure 
this morning to participate in laying 
the corner stone of still another, which 
is larger than any of its predecessors. 


"I rejoice because it 
means more 


work and more wages and more wages 
mean happy homes and happy fire- 
sides. And happy homes and happy 
firesides make 
a 
good 
community, 


make good citizens and make a good 
country.

"I am glad to have had the pleas- 


ure of being a few days with you, and 
it is with great regret that I bid you 
all good bye, wishing you every good 
thing." 


It was the hope early in the year 


that President McKinley would haye 
renewed his acquaintance with Berk- 
shire this summer, and hopes of it 
had not been entirely given up. Cer- 
tain it is that if he lives he will visit 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. Plunkett 
once more, and that northern Berk- 
shire will have another chance to wel- 
come him to jt, 


Mr Plunknu Away From Home 


W. B. Plunkett was not in Adams 


when the news of the attempted as- 
sassination was received. He left last 
Monday for the White Mountains, and 
was yesterday at Littleton, N. H., 
One of the first dispatches received in 
this section of the shooting came to 
C. T. Plunkett in Adams, who was 
greatly affected by the news. 


W. B. Plunkett was also promptly 


notified, and in talking by telephone 
expressed his profoundcst rgicf.
